Don’t Blink Crew Wins Top Honors 
at Blue Marlin Classic 


Cindy tried her best, yet even a tropical 
storm couldn’t deter the perseverance 
and skills of the committed fleet of 36 
boats competing in the 2017 Emerald 
Coast Blue Marlin Classic. The final 
outcome was decided by only two 
pounds, with Don’t Blink named the 
2017 tournament champion. 


Angler Mike Hickey, Capt. Skip 
McAllister, mates Sid Little and 
Wayne Riles, and the crew of the 56 
Viking boated a 553-pound blue marlin 
to claim first place. Bill Horn added 
the top wahoo, weighing 67.5 pounds 
and those two fish, plus jackpots, 
earned the boat a total payout of 
$90,600. Jason Benton of Tallassee, 
Alabama, is Don’t Blink’s owner. 


“We've fished this event since 2003, 
but this is our first weighed marlin,” 
he said. “The ECBC is my favorite 
tournament—I rate it a 10. None of 
this was by coincidence. It all worked 
out, and it’s something Ill never forget.” 


Sixteen-year-old Alex Krake and his 
veteran crew aboard Team Supreme, 
a 76 Viking based in Destin and run 
by Capt. Chase Lake (mates James

Geaux Deep (Capt. Joe “Fish” Hebert) 
won the top crew and top release team 
recognition with five fish scoring 1,600 
points. JD Hebert was named the 
top release angler. The team’s efforts 
earned a check for $37,905. Traders 
Hill (Capt. Billy Blount) was second 
in the release division with 900 points, 
followed by Liquid Apple (Capt. Blake 
Applewhite) with 600 points. Liquid 
Apple won $22,965 for a weekend’s 
worth of fishing. 


Angler Dana Foster, who owns 
Born2Run, a 72 Viking, scored 
the largest tuna of the week. His 
169-pound yellowfin, plus second 
place crew honors and jackpot money 
totaled $47,850. 


Chris Crosby, fishing on Black Tip, 
a 61 Buddy Davis skippered by 
Capt. Sparky McCann, boated the 
second-largest tuna, a bigeye at 
142.90 pounds. Combined with a 
34.70-pound wahoo jackpot, the crew 
is taking $39,735 back to Key West, 
Florida. 


Chad Postle, aboard Breathe Easy, a 
68 Viking run by Capt. Patrick Ivie, 
also scored a double-header with the 
third place tuna (142.3 pounds) and 
the top dolphin, a bull that tipped the 
scales at 27.9 pounds. Owner Matt 
McDonald and his seasoned team 
scored $47,850 for those catches. 


The extended family team on Trader’s 
Hill, a 105 Broward guided by Capt. 
Billy Blount, is $35,876 richer. Drew 
Marshall won the top junior billfish 
angler title, and the team racked up 
three billfish releases overall and 
jackpot entries for its winnings. 


Pullin’ Wire, another 61 Buddy Davis 
run by Capt. Steven Gay, caught the 
second-largest wahoo for the week at 
48.5 pounds. That finish, along with 
jackpot money, earned $9,450 for the 
team. Angler Wesley Carpenter, on 
Get Reel, a 60 Hatteras (Capt. Cheeze 
Alawine), rounded out the wahoo 
division with a speedster scaling 


44.2 pounds, good for $12,885 with 
optional entries. 


Only two dolphin met the 20-pound 
minimum weight, and Justin Guidry 
on Emerald Grande, a 73 Donzi, 
wound in the second 26.7-pound 
qualifier. Counting jackpot money, 
that dolphin was worth $37,200 for 
the team. 


In addition to Hickey and Marshall, 
other special awards went to Caroline 
Robinson for the top lady angler 
trophy (Sea Mixer, Capt. Devin Potts). 
Guidry earned top gamefish junior 
angler recognition, and Don’t Blink 
will be representing the ECBC in the 
2018 Offshore World Championship 
in Costa Rica. 


Out of the 36 boats competing, 22 
earned payouts, mostly for optional 
jackpot entries. The 238 anglers were 
competing for $624,675 in overall 
prize money and boated 2,163.4 
pounds of fish. All of the catch was 
cleaned by Harbor Docks and donated 
to the nonprofit Harvest House to 
help feed the area’s less fortunate 
families. Other charitable recipients 
of the ECBC include the Sandestin 
Foundation for Kids and the Billfish 
Foundation. 


“Wow, what an intense week,” said 
tournament director Adam Alfonso. 
“We dealt with our share of adversity 
due to the storm, but I’d like to 
thank all these dedicated teams for 
sticking with us and bringing in some 
exceptional fish. Thanks also to our 
loyal sponsors for ensuring such a 
world-class event and my team for 
pulling it all off. We’ll be primed to 
break more ECBC records next year 
and I’ve already ordered clear skies, 
calm seas and a couple grander 
marlin.” 


The 16th annual Emerald Coast Blue 
Marlin Classic is set for June 20-24, 
2018, at Sandestin Golf and Beach 
Resort in Miramar Beach.

The Rich Are Worried Sick, 
but (Tax) Relief Is on the Way!

One of the main gripes about the 
Senate’s plan to replace and repeal 
Obamacare is that it gives ahumongous 
tax break to the wealthy. 


This is true. The Senate bill would slash 
healthcare spending on the poor and 
elderly to finance a hefty tax cut that 
primarily would benefit rich folks in the 
top brackets. 


Admittedly, it sounds sort of cruel— 
mean,” in the president’s own words— 
but some of this talk is coming from 
marshmallow liberals who believe that 
nursing-home patients deserve more 
compassion than hedge fund managers. 


Hey, the rich suffer, too. Their voices 
should be heard. 


People who don’t make millions of 
dollars can’t relate to the agonizing 
experience of writing a big fat check 
to the IRS every three months. That’s 
right—the dreaded quarterlies. 


And while the pain of making those 
payments is mostly emotional—a bilious 
mix of resentment and dismay—the 
long-term effects can cause real medical 
problems for the chronically wealthy. 


Apparently that’s what happened after 
Congress passed the Affordable Care 
Act seven years ago. To help pay for the 


expansion of healthcare coverage, the 
law imposed a tax on individuals earning 
more than $200,000 annually ($250,000 
for married couples), as well as a 3.8 
percent fee on investment income. 


I don’t run a hedge fund, but I recall 
a wave of queasiness upon learning 
that my taxes would be rising a bit. 
No immediate medical attention was 
required, beyond gulping a couple of 
Rolaids. 


Still, it wasn’t hard to empathize with 
the plight of the uber-rich, whose misery 
was proportionally much worse than 
my own. Among high-bracket afflictions 
traced to the onset of Obamacare taxes 
were anxiety, insomnia, chipped teeth, 
elevated blood pressure, facial tics, and 
irritable bowel syndrome. 


These conditions have been anecdotally 
reported from Palm Beach to Martha’s 
Vineyard to the Monterey peninsula. 
Many wealthy Americans haven’t sought 
treatment. Instead, they grittily endure, 
aching for the day when Obamacare is 
repealed and their tax bills go down. 


It must also be noted that some 
rich taxpayers exhibit no symptoms 
whatsoever, rarely whine about 
healthcare taxes at social functions, 
and claim they don’t mind sacrificing 
to help those less fortunate. 


They concede the ACA has big problems 
and needs fixing, but in principle they 


don’t mind kicking in some dough so 
that average-earning Americans can 
afford decent medical care. They say 
it’s good that more sick people have 
access to doctors, and that lives are 
being saved every day. 


This curious subset of well-off taxpayers 
also hails the fact that many more 
healthy people now have insurance, 
believing this trend will eventually 
trim consumer health costs and the 
government’s huge tab for subsidized 
medicine. 


I know a few of these soft-hearted folks. 
They seem smart and fairly sane, but a 
visit with the Koch brothers might open 
their innocent eyes! 


Sure, the stats from the Congressional 
Budget Office look awful. The Senate 
healthcare plan could leave an additional 
22 million Americans uninsured by 
2026. Proposed drastic cuts to Medicaid 
would probably hurt someone you 
personally know. 


Here in Florida, three out of five 
nursing-home patients rely on Medicaid 
payments, according to the Kaiser 
Family Foundation. Medicaid and the 
Children’s Health Insurance Program 
provide medical coverage to more than 
4.3 million children in low-income 
families. 


For those with private insurance, 
Republicans have promised a reduction 


in premiums. But, according to the 
CBO, the Senate plan will actually jack 
up rates for many older Americans. 


Under Obamacare, a 64-year-old making 
$26,500 a year pays about $1,700 fora 
mid-range “silver level” medical policy. 
Under the Senate replacement bill, 
the same person would pay $6,500 in 
premiums for less coverage. 


So, if that was you, you’d be spending 
almost 25 percent of your income just 
on medical insurance—a grotesquely 
higher percentage than most 64-year-old 
millionaires spend on theirs. 


And, yeah, that sucks. But let’s not 
blame the poor millionaires. 


It’s true that those paying for the ACA 
are the ones who don’t need to worry 
about affordable medical care, since 
there is literally no level of medical care 
they can’t afford. But should they be 
punished for the pre-existing condition 
of being rich? 


No! cry Republican leaders, echoed by 
the president. 


That’s why the first priority of repealing 
Obamacare is a mega-tax cut for the 
mega-healthy. Think of it as a caring, 
healing gesture that will, every three 
months, bring relief to those who need 
it least. 


I feel better already. 


Trump’s Cuba Policy Has Little to Do with Human Rights

President Trump rationalized his 
recent mini-crackdown on Cuba as 
a way to pressure the Communist 
government to curb human-rights 
violations on the island. 


The true level of Trump’s passion for 
the plight of civil dissidents—that is to 
say, zero—is evident from his fondness 
for Russia and his suck-up visit with 
Saudi royalty. The president has no 
moral qualms about dealing with 
oppressive, authoritarian regimes. 


But undoing some of Barack Obama’s 
Cuba initiatives gives Trump an 
opening to take another gratuitous dig 
at his predecessor while simultaneously 
placating hardliners in Miami’s 
Cuban-American community. 


If aggressively implemented, the new 
policy will sharply reduce the flow of 
Americans visiting the country, a kick 
in the teeth to the struggling people 
of Cuba. It’s a strategy that will fail 
just as miserably as the 55-year-old 
trade embargo did to weaken the 
government, or bring meaningful 
change. 


While the new rules won’t affect the 
U.S. airline flights or cruise-line trips 
to Havana, Americans wishing to travel 
there will face closer scrutiny by the 
Treasury Department. And good luck 
finding a place to stay. 


Trump is prohibiting Americans from 
spending money at any hotels or 
businesses controlled by Grupo de 
Administracion Empresarial, the state 
entity under which the Cuban military 
runs much of the country’s economy. 


The discredited notion that starving 
the regime will hasten democratic 
reforms was peddled to the president 
by Sen. Marco Rubio and Rep. Mario 
Diaz-Balart, among others. It is a worn 
old path proven futile by the dismal 
results of the embargo, and opposed by 
many Cuban Americans today. 


Tourism has been soaring in Cuba since 
2014, when Obama made it easier to go. 
There’s no question that the government 
of Raul Castro has benefited from 
the rain of U.S. dollars, but so have 
thousands of Cubans who work in the 
hotels, shops, clubs and restaurants. 


In Havana not long ago, I met an 
engineer who now makes more money 
behind the wheel of a taxi. It’s a 
common story that underscores both 
the dead-end reality of the country’s 
socialist economy and the opportunities 
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that a larger American presence has 
brought. 


Even under Obama, U.S. citizens 
technically weren’t allowed to travel to 
Cuba as ordinary tourists. There were 
(and are) 12 categories of authorized 
travel. The most commonly used is 
a broad provision for educational 
“people-to-people” visits. 


The rules were relaxed by Obama to 
allow individuals and families to plan 
their own Cuba trips for “meaningful 
interaction” with Cuban citizens. It was 
basically a wink-wink green light for 
almost anybody who wanted to go—and 
tons of people did. 


Now Trump has reinstated the past 
requirement that all “people-to-people”

The Virtue of Judging Others

To abstain from judging others is 
an ecumenical principle most decent 
people try to abide by and rarely 
question. No one likes being judged, so 
most people agree that it’s a good thing 
not to do—unless, of course, they’ve 
been judged charitably or they’re 
making an approving assessment 
of somebody else. Then it’s not even 
considered an exception to the rule. 
Most people don’t intuitively view a 
positive judgment of someone to be 
judging at all. 


Judging is typically only recognized 
as making a critical assumption 
about a person. The idea received a 
bad rap from people who negatively 
judge large groups of people based 
on race, sexuality, income or some 
other ambiguous trait—details that 
are entirely useless for making a 
meaningful deduction about the 
character of a large group of people or 
a person. 


There are those who assume the worst 
about everyone they meet and seek 
negative patterns to assign to anyone

they’re determined not to like. This, 
too, is obviously not a rational or good 
way to utilize judgment and possibly 
another reason why people preach 
against it. 


Any sensible person should make 
the distinction between bigoted and 
unfair assumptions and simply 
making a rational call on someone. 
Judging someone is nothing more 
than acknowledging something about 
a person’s true character. I believe that 
a critical judgment of another person 
is perfectly acceptable when supported 
by enough evidence. 


A person is judged rationally by 
observing visible and verifiable patterns 
about his or her character. 


Harsh judgment of a person’s character 
should result in nothing more than 
whatever it takes to avoid the person, 
if possible. And, occasionally, it permits 
calling someone out on his or her 
bullshit. Unless someone has somehow 
become an actual inconvenience to you 
or others, or it’s someone you care about 
who’s asking your honest opinion, it’s 
better to keep judgmental thoughts to 
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yourself, where they are most useful. 


Important attributes about ourselves 
can be revealed by observing others. 
Unpleasant traits I sometimes see in 
others, I am sometimes able to find 
in myself. When I’m being honest, 
I witness firsthand how unsavory 
the behavior truly is. If anything, it 
motivates me to work on myself. 


Sometimes observing and 
acknowledging someone’s character 
reveals nothing but beauty. Knowing 
that someone is genuinely a good 
person is a reward in itself. Emulating 
admirable traits of somebody else is 
a great exercise to becoming a better 
person. 


There is always something to learn 
from others by observing good and bad 
traits honestly. 


Anyone who rejects negative feedback 
and refuses to practice self-awareness 
lives with his or her head buried in 
the sand. No one is allowed to judge 
them. They might say something like, 
“Only God can judge me!” There’s a 
cost we must all pay for people who are 
out of touch with reality and demand 
that no one recognize their lack of self 
awareness. 


Their priority is not becoming a better 
person and they resent those who will 
actively take constructive criticism. 


They see it as a show of weakness—or 
admitting defeat—to be receptive to the 
possibility of being wrong. For some 
awful reason, they equate stubbornly 
holding onto a position with validity 
for it. 


For good or for bad, everyone will 
be judged by others, in many cases 
unfairly and without objectivity. To 
think otherwise is profoundly naive. 


If a person with a wood plank in their 
eye can somehow see clearly enough 
to notice the splinter in my eye, he is 
in a position to judge me accurately 
about the splinter in my eye. Asserting 
that one cannot judge or be judged 
completely undermines the value of 
accountability. 


Not every negative trait is enough 
to consider someone a bad person 
though. Often a person has more 
redeeming qualities than flaws. It’s up 
to each person to decide what he or she 
is willing to put up with. 


Not only do I maintain that judging 
people is a good thing to do, I’m 
convinced we do it all the time without 
even considering it. Being aware of 
this, it’s crucial to focus on making 
fair judgment and that our faculty 
to judge is always improving. Before 
resolving a conclusion, the judgment 
must be substantiated with rational 
and accurate connections. 
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Notes from the Apocalypse

Life is a circle. If you’re fortunate, it’s 
a big circle. 


Two things that happened more than 
50 years ago circled back to me this 
week. 


My father was a 33-year-old attorney 
in Birmingham in 1963. He was a 
struggling attorney with a wife and an 
eight-year-old son. He was a standard 
lawyer, eager for any case that might 
come his way that might help pay his 
bills. 


Everything changed on September 15th 
when four young girls were killed in 
the bombing of the 16th Street Baptist 
Church. 


The next day, my father delivered a 
speech to the Young Men’s Business 
Club (YouTube—A Time to Speak, 
Charles Morgan). Many people’s lives 
changed with that bombing, including 
my father’s. 


Our family remained in Birmingham 
for a couple of weeks after the bombing 
before hundreds of hate-filled letters 
and threats forced us to move. 


We left for the Washington D.C. area. 
My father was going to spend almost a 
year writing a book, A Time to Speak. 
He wasn’t a civil rights lawyer before 
that bombing, but he was from that 
day forward. 


With no money, no job, and my father 
having never written a book, we 


moved from our home to a place we’d 
never been and had no place to stay. 


Vic Gold, a friend of my father’s 
from law school at the University of 
Alabama, invited us to stay at his 
home in northern Virginia. Vic and 
Dale and their children Paige, Jamie 
and Stephen lived on Lake Barcroft. 


Leaving family and friends and 
moving to a strange place wasn’t 
so bad after all. We were on a lake! 
I could fish all day. I learned to ice 
skate in the winter. The neighborhood 
was full of kids my age. 


Vic was the polar opposite of my 
father when it came to politics. 
He was the press secretary for 
Barry Goldwater and later became 
a speechwriter for George Bush (the 
elder). He even wrote a book with 
Dick Cheney’s wife. 


There were long nights after dinner, 
and I would watch my dad and Vic 
drink and argue. Really argue. Really 
drink. Vic’s face would turn to an 
unnatural shade of red. 


I learned that it was okay for friends— 
real friends—to argue. 


A year later, we moved again. My 
father had finished his book, and we 
set off for Atlanta and a new job. We 
knew nothing about Atlanta except 
that while it was geographically close 
to Birmingham, it was a far different 
political and racial climate than what 
we were used to. But we had no place 
to stay. Again.

So we stayed with the Stewart family. 
Ledger and Mary Ellen had gone to the 
University of Alabama. Ledger knew 
my dad from law school. They had five 
kids—four boys—and a basketball court. 


We played on that dirt court until 
the dirt was caked on our hands and 
would barely come off. Mary Ellen had 
a counter in the kitchen with loaves of 
day-old white bread and what seemed 
like five-gallon jars of peanut butter 
and grape jelly. We drank powdered 
milk. We'd get high-top Converse shoes 
(with imperfections) for $5. 


The Stewart boys played big time 
basketball at Druid Hills High School. 
They lived in a classic neighborhood 
(Driving Miss Daisy was filmed just 
down the street). 


The Braves were moving from 
Milwaukee. The Falcons were coming 
in 1966. And the Hawks two years after 
that. Atlanta was great. 


There were late nights for the adults. 
While we played basketball, my father 
and Ledger would drink and argue 
politics. It was a repeat from the Gold 
family’s house. Again, I learned that 
arguing didn’t have much to do with 
friendship. 


Never Ending Circles 


This week, Mary Ellen Stewart is 
visiting my mother in Destin. We’ve 
been reliving those years. Despite 
the turmoil in the country and in 
my family’s life, they were wonderful 
times. 


My mother and I are going to 
Birmingham Thursday for the 
memorial service for Vic Gold. Vic died 
last month. His family and his friends 
who are still living will be there. 


My circle has been a good one. I’ve had 
some success in business. I’ve been 
married since 1979. I’ve helped raise 
four children. I’ve got lots of friends. I 
don’t need much more than that. 


At this point, I think what I have 
learned to value most is not what 
people might do for me. I’ve been so 
lucky and fortunate, it’s probably 
tough to get me a present. But what 
people did for my parents—and now 
do for my children—I will not forget. 


The Stewart family and all of Vic Gold’s 
children should know something. 


I’ve got a great imagination. But I can’t 
imagine anything that I wouldn’t do 
for the people who helped my family 
when we needed it.

Rodgers says her piece is about “equality for all 
beings. It is a questioning of the foundation of our 
current political situation. The contradiction in the 
history that we’re taught and the reality of what our 
country is founded on has always interested and 
confused me. 


“The Declaration of Independence is an amazing 
document which changed the way nations are 
governed for the better, but it starts ‘all men’ are 
created equal. This word choice has always troubled 
me.” She deliberately omitted the word “men” from 
her painting, because Rodgers believes the founding 
fathers should have said “all beings.” 


“As a nation and society, we need to evaluate and 
be more honest about the effects our foundation 
has on the present,” says Rodgers. “Our nation was 
built on the mistreatment of human beings, animals 
and the land in the name of economy and profit—a 
mistreatment that continues in many different forms 
today. 


“My painting is a prayer for that to change.”

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Corey Feldman Reinvents Himself Again

At 45, Corey Feldman is out to reinvent 
himself as a touring musician, and he 
has the guts to seemingly take on the 
world to do so. Acting since he was 
three, becoming an iconic household 
name by 14, and then having his 
personal life and struggles aired in 
various tabloids and reality TV shows... 
quite frankly, he’s lived several lifetimes 
of achievements and setbacks in his 
four and a half decades. 


Usually, when I write an interview, I 
try to erase my voice so whomever I’m 
talking to has the spotlight. Whether 
it is a household name or local hero, I 
want readers to feel like it isn’t about 
me on the other side of the phone, but 
the artist that has generously shared his 
or her time with Beachcomber. 


With Feldman, due in part to the 
ridicule aimed at his character, it feels 
necessary to share the series of events 
that led up the interview. 


First—I’ll be blunt—I was a bit shocked 
that the interview was granted. A date 
and time were slated, and I would be 
interviewing Corey Feldman. 


Interview day comes around, and my 
nerves hit pretty hard. Ten minutes 
until the scheduled time and I’m 
prepared but stressed, phone in one 
hand and digital recorder in the other. 
I’m pacing and running talking points 
through my head, trying to keep calm 
as possible. 


It’s now 4 p.m.—interview time. I keep 
staring at my phone waiting for it to 
ring. A couple minutes pass, and I 
begin internally debating the magic 
number of minutes to let Feldman’s PR 
contact know that I haven’t heard from 
him. Between him being on the road 
and our time zone differences, a couple 
minutes off schedule happens fairly 
often with any interview. But due to 
Feldman’s status, I don’t have a number 
to call or text him on, so I wait and pace. 


My phone lights up with Restricted 
Number. I let it ring once and try to 
shake the nerves out of my voice. 


Feldman warmly greets me and is 
apologetic for being a few minutes 
behind our scheduled time. I wave it off, 
but he sounds stressed and I can hear 
shuffling in the background. He admits 
that they are in the middle of checking 
out of a hotel, and it’s a little hectic. 


This is never what an interviewer wants 
to hear, so I offer to postpone. A bit of 


relief sinks into his voice, and he starts 
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to worry about our time difference and 
if calling late will be an imposition 
for me. I’m on the phone with Corey 
Feldman, and he’s concerned about 
my schedule. After convincing him that 
later is terrific in my book, we exchange 
polite goodbyes and I go about my 
evening with my phone even closer to 
arm's reach than normal. 


Sometime later, I get the call. 


I try to chit chat as I scramble to head 
outside for better phone service and 
turn my digital recorder on. Again, 
Feldman is both extremely apologetic, 
as he feels he is calling too late, and 
patient, as I attempt to grab everything 
I need. We talk about his day off, him 
getting lost in enjoying the sunset, and 
a person playing the bagpipes in a park. 


At this moment I’m good, recorder in 
one hand and phone in the other sitting 
under wisteria vines and listening 
to crickets yell at each other. Only I 
wasn't. It turns out my new phone case 
blocks out my phone’s microphone for 
speakerphone capabilities, something 
I didn’t know until this interview. ’m 
panicked trying to figure out why he 
can’t hear me when I switch over to 
speakerphone, while Feldman is calm 
and offering to reschedule if need be. 


I finally figure out a workaround, and we 
proceed to the actual interview. I wanted 
to share all this because Feldman 
showed me courtesy and genuine caring 
that I was frankly floored by. 


With the consideration he showed me, 
it’s easy to understand how his fan base 
continues to be smitten in part due to 
the time he makes for them. “I know 
many of them by name and we chat,” 
Feldman says. “I’m very interactive—I’m 
not hidden, I don’t play the Hollywood 
games. I’ve been doing this my whole 
life, and I used to do the whole ‘put on 
a smile and act like you are happy when 
you are not.’ And I just kind of let all of 
that go. At the end of the day, I needed 
people to see that Iam real and that I’m 
not some figment—so if you are going to 
cut me, it’s going to hurt. 


“I’ve been to most cities—whether it 
was an appearance, signing, concert 
or something—that part of it isn’t 
really new,” Feldman says of the travel 
touring requires. “I think it is more 
about the expansion of how many 
dates we are doing and the length of 
the show.” The current tour schedule 
has Corey Feldman & the Angels 
playing over 50 dates, and the show 
has a nearly two-hour runtime. “It is a 
very big, long show and it takes a huge 
amount of energy. I play almost every 
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instrument at some point in the night, 
and I’m moving around and dancing 
and singing. 


“The rewards are certainly worth it,” 
he says. “I feel very blessed to even 
have the fans to warrant this type of 
tour. The fact that my music is reaching 
that many people and we have this 
many people that want to see us and 
hear us is such a blessing. On top of 
that, the even bigger blessing is after 
all these years I’m breaking my own 
personal record. My first Billboard 
charting song, selling out of my first 
pressing of the album in six months, 
selling out of the vinyl release...we sold 
2,000 copies in one day (of the album). 
It is really staggering...I always kind of 
imagined it would happen eventually, 
but it just took way longer than I ever 
anticipated.” 


Feldman’s music is independently 
released, making the amount of attention 
it has garnered even more impressive. 
“The thing is, what we are doing is 
kind of historical. I can’t really think of 
another time where an actor at my age 
can come out on his own dime and do 
everything organically, out of pocket, 
and actually get on the charts next to 
the labels. That’s almost unheard of. I 
feel pride in that I’ve made something 
that everyone said was impossible, 
possible. I had plenty of record labels 
slam their doors in my face. 


“Even Michael Jackson was telling me 
that I was writing number one songs. 
He was like, ‘Wow, these are incredible. 
I could get you a number one song.’

But I was like ‘No, no, I want to do it 
on my own.’ 


“The point being, the labels didn’t want 
to admit it or were too afraid to take 
the risk. At the end of the day, I let that 
affect me for so long. I wasted so many 
years wanting to impress them, wanting 
to get their approval. And finally, one 
day I said, ‘What am I waiting for? I’ve 
got my own records, I’ve got my own 
fans, they know the music. Who cares?” 


Feldman is quick to be protective and 
complimentary of the Angels, the all- 
female backing band that includes his 
wife Courtney. “The show is so mind 
blowing, they are so talented. Each 
of them are multi-instrumentalists, 
singer-songwriters, one is a music 
professor. They are just really amazing 
talents.” 


Although Feldman calls the tour “the 
most prevalent project in his life right 
now,” he will be returning to both the 
small and big screens this fall. But the 
project that seems to have him most 
excited is the 25th anniversary release 
of his first albums, with a world tour 
to follow. “The 25th anniversary will 
turn into a very big project,” he says. 
“We’re probably going to turn it into 
my first box set because it is going 
to be multiple CDs, multiple DVDs, 
unreleased material and lots of stuff to 
clean up from two inch tracks...the old 
school tapes.”

Waters employs the dark angst and 
rebellious attitude his songwriting has 
always been defined by, and attaches it to 
the current events in the United States— 
it’s appropriately terrifying. Waters’ lyrics 
and phrasing are nothing short of ballsy 
on songs like “Picture That” and “Smell 
the Roses.” And “Birds in a Gale” sounds 
every bit like a lost track from The Wail. 
The whole album is exceptional, even 
decent by Pink Floyd standards.

The James Brown Dance Party 


30A isn’t for the faint of heart during 
Fourth of July weekend. But with 
promises of the funky soul music that 
James Brown brought to the world, 
Mom and I carefully made our way 
down to the Hub. 


The front parking area was already 
filled to the brim before the 7 p.m. 
start time. A security guard stood 
at the venue entrance, patiently 
explaining alternate parking. After 
a couple circles and a little luck, we 
landed on a spot within easy walking 
distance. 


Although most of the chairs had 
long been claimed, Mom grabbed 
a quiet table to munch on chicken 
fingers and sides while I found an 
inconspicuous place to snap photos 
without standing directly in front of 
anyone. 


With the sun still beating down on 
plenty of already-burned shoulders, 
the music kicked off on a patriotically 
decorated stage. There is truth in 
advertising with the name The James 
Brown Dance Party, as the heat 
didn’t dampen the band’s energy. 


One of the things that makes this 
band a little different is instead of a 
steady lineup, they rotate musicians 
as needed—this includes members 
of James Brown’s band, as well as 
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The Hub 30A, Santa Rosa Beach 


Galactic, the Bootsy Collins Band, 
and many more. The backbone of 
this band is the Chase brothers— 
drummer Adam and guitarist Matt. 
Beyond those two, though, the 
audience never knows who will grace 
the stage. 


The Hub show provided a real treat 
with singer-keys player Jamar 
Woods. With a distinct nerdy chic, 
he stepped into Brown’s shoes and 
vocal flourishes with a genuine 
enthusiasm. Wood remarked on 
stage that although he now calls 
Asheville, North Carolina, home, he 
attended school at both Callaway and 
Crestview. 


Some of the band members did 
not appear to be familiar with one 
another, which provided unforgettable 
moments for the audience. Woods put 
his whole soul and vocal prowess 
into a chorus, and the horn players 
lit up with excitement. It felt like we 
were in on something special with the 
band—not just watching them, but 
participating. 


Ice cream was in high demand on 
that warm summer night at the Hub, 
but the coolest thing in the place was 
the very funky James Brown Dance 
Party.

Getting Crafty in Santa Rosa Beach

Looking for a local brewery to visit? 
Travel down Highway 98 East into 
Santa Rosa Beach and turn left onto 
Serenoa Road. Tucked back off the 
main road is a huge warehouse that is 
the home of an almost three-year-old 
brewery called Idyll Hounds Brewing 
Company. 


Inspired by the white sandy beaches 
and warm waters of Florida, Idyll 
Hounds carefully crafts fresh, tasty 
brews. They brew for beer enthusiasts 
and novice drinkers alike. 


Co-owners Frasier Hansen and Shawn 
Sherman met years ago at the Summer 
Kitchen where both were working. 
Both were interested in starting their 
own brewery. With help from Hansen’s 
parents, the men started their brewery. 


“My parents always supported me in 
my brewery venture. Unfortunately,

my Dad passed away right after we 
had brewed our first batch of beer,” 
says Hansen. The brewery is named 
after Mike Hansen, whose nickname 
throughout his life was Hound. The 
“Idyll” part is a poetic term meaning 
rustic and rural. 


The taproom started out with 
two chemical drums and a small 
refrigerator. “The land was fairly cheap 
out here, and we wanted to build from 
scratch the way we wanted to build 
it. We built out everything on day one 
with the exception of three new tanks 
we recently added,” says Fraser. 


“Plus, the area is still growing out 
here,” adds Sherman. 


The two flagship beers are the Divide 
and Conch’r and the Man O’ Wheat. 
Divide and Conch’r is dry-hopped 
with Simcoe, Centennial, Chinook 
and Amarillo. It has a balanced malt 
backbone with a large hop profile. Man

O’Wheat is an American pale wheat 
brewed with Centennial, Amarillo and 
Mosaic hops, with a light citrus finish. 


In rotation now are the White Bronco, 
the Guava and Passion Fruit Sour, and 
the Mango and Habanero Divide, along 
with many other beers. Visitors can sit 
and watch the beer being brewed as 
they sip on a cold one. There are always 
at least 24 beers on tap. 


Angie and Jeff Cook—along with 
their friend Rich Goode—visited 
Idyll Hounds from Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
Jeff is a part owner of Tulsa’s Dead 
Armadillo Brewery. While vacationing 
in Northwest Florida, the Cooks decided 
to try out the beers at Idyll Hounds. 
Cook liked the taste of the White 
Bronco. Goode had the Divide and 
Conch’r and thought it was really good. 


“I enjoy the brewing part and creating 
new beers,” says Hansen when asked 
what he liked the most about owning a 
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brewery. Sherman enjoys meeting new 
people and telling the story of how Idyll 
Hounds got started. 


And then there is Sasha the Brew 
Dog—lIdyll’s official greeter—who 
enjoys posing for pictures and getting 
her back scratched. 


Oct. 7 marks Idyll Hounds’ three-year 
anniversary, and a big event is planned 
featuring vendors and live music. 


Idyll Hounds beer can be found in 
most package stores and craft bars 
from Pensacola to Apalachicola, and 
into lower Alabama. Idyll Hounds is 
open weekdays from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
and Saturdays from noon to 6 p.m. 
There are food trucks at the brewery 
on Fridays and Saturdays.

Step Up,Your Trail Camera Game

July is here! You may 
have mixed feelings 
about this month. The 
month that accounts for 
fun Independence Day 
celebrations, three-digit 
temps and high humidity 
also means that antlers are 
growing across the nation. 
No matter your hunting 
location—Kentucky, 
Alabama, Iowa—it’s time 
to start running your trail 
cameras and follow their 
summer pattern. 


Thisis especiallyimportant 
in the states that open up 
earlier, such as Kentucky, 
where opening day is 
Sept. 3. It is imperative 
that you have your bucks 
patterned and continue 
that through the first few 
weeks of archery season 
if you want a chance ata 
harvest before the temps i 
begin to drop. Below are a 

few tips on running your 
trail cameras and how you 
can step up your game 
this year.

FOOD SOURCE/MINERAL SITE 
You're going to want to put your game camera directed towards a food source or 


mineral site. For you this may mean a small food plot, or in some states where 
baiting is legal, it may be a corn pile or mineral site. 


For the summer months when antlers are growing, we recommend to dig out 
a good-sized mineral site, allowing the deer to receive maximum nutrients for 


antler growth. Mineral sites are also a lot less maintenance than a corn pile or 


| other food source. This will allow you to let the mineral site sit and, if utilizing 


the Moultrie mobile units, putting the least amount of pressure on the deer 


_ herd. If baiting is illegal in your state, we recommend putting the game camera 


directed towards a food plot or along a heavily used trail. 


Trail cameras are a_ great 
advancement in hunting. They 
allow us to keep track of the 
deer herd and know ages of the 
deer better, and they give us the 
ability to harvest and wait on 
mature bucks that we know are 
in the area. 


When you set up your cameras, 
don’t think of them as being 
stuck there. Move them around 
as needed and, if necessary, 
move them closer to bedding 
areas. If you're getting a deer 
on camera only at night, move 
it closer to where you think 
they may be during the day 
time. Then you can set up your 
climber or tree stand closer to 
that location with better hopes 
in seeing them in daylight. 


With that being said, trail 
cameras also don’t show us 
everything. I’ve been in the treestand many times when I’ve had a buck that 
was never on any of my trail cameras cross my path. This occurs especially 
during the rut when bucks are on their feet and moving.

A Relaxed and St 


Some restaurants give you an 
immediate impression—good or not so 
good—as soon as you walk in the door. 
Stepping in, after blessing the A/C, 
if you are greeted with the sounds of 
happy conversation, the sight of bustling 
servers, and savory scents floating out 
from the kitchen, you know you picked 
the right place. Like Pazzo Italiano 
(“Crazy Italian”) in Destin. 


My wife, our daughter Grace (the Tiny 
Diner) and I ate at Pazzo on a recent 
post-Fourth evening. They accept 
reservations but I can never estimate 
driving times during summer, so we took 
a chance without one. The place was 
more than half-full when we got there at 
6:15, and completely full within an hour. 


The restaurant is a large rectangle, 
divided by a partition. To the left is 
the bar area, with tall tables, intimate 
booths and plenty of space to eat 
opposite the liquor display. On the right, 
the main dining area is more open, set 
with booths and tables, with seating 
along a wall banquette. Spacing was 
wide enough to facilitate conversation 
without compulsory eavesdropping. 
We got a table along the wall, where 
blackboards displaying drink and dinner 
specials are posted. 


Pazzo is decorated is shades of beige, 
brown, copper, silver and gold, with 
polished wood, brick and high ceilings. 
Lighting is stylish lamp and bare-bulb 
industrial. “Simple yet elegant” is an 
apt description. At the back of the 
restaurant is a counter in front of an 
oven that looks like Darth Vader’s head. 
A constantly moving cook prepares and 
bakes pizza after pizza. 


Our server Andrei brought us water, 
a basket of warm country bread and 
seasoned olive oil, and menus. The 


bread was dense, chewy and crusty. We 
polished it off pretty fast. 


Pazzo’s menu offers appetizers, salads, 
sandwiches, artisanal pizzas, calzones, 
pasta variations, and main courses. 
I figured any place with a wood fired 
oven and 14 kinds of pizza wants you 
to try the pizza, so I ordered one with 
Gorgonzola, mozzarella, caramelized 
onions and grilled chicken. TD got a 
children’s pizza with cheese and tomato 
sauce, and my wife went classic with 
veal saltimbocca. 


Before all that, we had to warm up 
with an appetizer. The menu offered 
porchetta, antipasto, burrata with 
prosciutto, seafood soup, mussels, 
bruschetta, fried calamari, shrimp fra 
diavolo, and mussels with cannellini 
beans. We ordered porchetta - slow 
cooked seasoned pork roast served 
on crostini, with a little pot of creamy 
ricotta, drizzled with honey. The pork 


was tender and rich, and the sweetened 
cheese was the perfect contrasting 
accompaniment. 


After giving us time to enjoy the 
porchetta, Andrei returned and asked 
us if we were ready for the main course. 
Ireally appreciated the fact that we were 
not rushed (even though the place was 
busy), and that our food hadn’t been 
sitting back in the kitchen all that time. 


Our meal arrived, freshly prepared, 
the pizzas still popping from the oven. 
They were big—sharing big, even TD’s. 
Mine was a quadruple treat—salty, 
creamy, sweet and chewy. I ate about 
a third of it and boxed the rest. My 
wife’s saltimbocca, sautéed veal topped 
with prosciutto, mozzarella and porcini 
mushroom sauce, seasoned with slivers 
of cured pork (guanciale, maybe?), was 
a fragrant and hearty feast for about 
three eaters. 


Other options include fettucine Bolognese 
and Alfredo, penne with vodka tomato 
cream sauce, spaghetti carbonara or 
marinara, lasagna, capellini with shrimp, 
pappardelle with sausage, vegetarian 
pasta, ravioli, eggplant, veal or chicken 
parmigiana, cannelloni, veal or chicken 
piccata and marsala, grilled salmon 
piccante, and pasta with clams or mixed 
seafood. Pizzas include margherita, 
quattro stagione, diavola, Genovese, 
sostanziosa, bianca, porchetta, and 
alfonso, with classic, napoletano, and 
rustic calzones. Salads can be ordered 
with salmon, chicken or shrimp. 


Having boxed much of the meal, we 
ordered a single dessert for all, a flourless 
chocolate cake. A generous glossy slice 
of fudgy, bittersweet chocolate came 
served on a plate dusted with powdered 
sugar, drizzled with chocolate syrup and 
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garnished with whipped cream. My wife 
ate a few bites and left TD and I to split 
the rest. That plate we cleaned. 


Other desserts are tiramisu, cannoli, 
and a Nutella calzone. There was also a 
special dessert, limoncello mascarpone 
cake. Another day. 


When we left, the bar area was packed 
with drinkers, snackers and diners. 
Nearly every table was full, and large 
groups kept rolling in. Faces were 
smiling and people looked relaxed and 
satisfied—all this in the heart of summer 
season. Well done, Crazy Italian.

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Food + Beverage > Brew Review

If there’s a silver lining to the Mid- 
Bay Bridge’s tolls and the all-too-often 
tangle of traffic, it’s the number of 
businesses that have sprung up that 
allow drivers to keep closer to home, 
especially when home is Seminole, 
Freeport or the Twin Cities. When 
you find one that’s stellar in every 
way—service, fare, pricing and, most 
importantly, vibe—the ultimate test 
becomes, “Is it bridge worthy?” 


It can be a game changer. While there 
are plenty of fun places to hit up 
north of the bridge, there aren’t too 
many compelling enough to justify the 
bridge’s hefty fares and frustrating 
summertime traffic. But 3rd Planet 
Brewing in Niceville is. 


We showed up around 7 on a Saturday 
to find the regular and overflow parking 
lots already packed. Likewise, a good- 
sized crowd was taking over the front 
decks, and we had to move fast to find 
available seating inside the small pub. 
You’d expect flustered, but there was 
a friendly and unpretentious vibe here 
that was comfortable and relaxing. 


The selection of brews was not only 
varied but featured names cleverly 
depicting the local area, such as 
Choctaw-hoppee IPA, Rocky Bayou 
Wheat and Bluewater Hefeweizen. 
Despite the budding crowd, service was 
fast, also friendly and knowledgeable. 
The beertenders expertly assisted 
more than a few of us, both newbies to 
seasoned hopheads. Besides brews, 3rd 
Planet serves wine and cider. 


We opted for a flight of five—Crow Cream 
Ale, Bluewater Hefeweizen, Panhandle 
Pale Ale, Postal Point Porter and Boggy 
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Bayou Stout. Though we’ve never met a 
stout we didn’t like, and Hefes and pale 
ales are typically among our favorites, 
it was the cream ale that surprisingly 
won our hearts. 


Billed as a California blonde that 
makes good use of Europeans and 
some not-so-common common hops, 
the Crow has a super smooth feel 
that’s citrusy, hoppy and infused 
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with what we call sweetishness—an 
authentic by-product of the brewing 
process that’s naturally good and not 
overpowering. Besides winning new 
fans among a seasoned brew crew, the 
Crow would be a good gateway ale for 
wine drinkers new to the suds scene. 


On the other end of the palette (and 
palate), the stout proved rich, robust 
and dark with a hit of creamy, chocolate 
and coffee notes. But as much as we 
love stouts, it was one-upped by the 
dark, raisin-y goodness of the well- 
balanced Postal Point Porter. On the 
lighter side—though the Panhandle 
Pale Ale showed up slightly cloudy—it 
was packed with delicious flavor and 
citrusy hops that rendered the bitters 
tame. 


The Hefe was more spicy than sweet, 
not too citrusy, finishing with a crisp, 
celery-like bite. Though we came away 
with a few new surprise faves, all the 
brews were tasty and well balanced, and 
none were mediocre. That’s saying a lot, 
especially since we weren’t paying a lot. 


Pricing is based on ABV content, with 
most brews going for five dollars and 
a few stronger ones for six. Flights 
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are 10 bucks but can be pared down 
in both in number and price. One of 
the many thoughtful touches offered 
by 3rd Planet is a dry-erase strip for 
flight patrons to keep track of the 
selections. Another, using glass rather 
than plastic cups. 


They not only allow outside food to 
be consumed on the premises, we 
were told customers can even opt 
for deliveries like pizza. Eats are also 
available from a food truck that’s often 
parked outside, or you can stop in at 
the One 20 A Bistro next door. 


And we didn’t even have to ask if the 
pub is Fido-friendly, as more than a few 
pooches were happily hanging on the 
outside decks. Likewise, families with 
kids will fit right in with the crowd. It’s 
not unusual to find live bands like 
Spanish Fly or Purple Monkey playing or 
a running club stopping by for a brew. 


Open Wednesday through Saturday 
at 4 p.m., 3rd Planet is an ideal place 
to duck out of the snail-slow traffic 
crawling over the Mid-Bay Bridge. But 
even if a special trip is made (and tolls 
paid), this is one pub that’s totally 
bridge worthy.

travel must be done only with licensed 
tour companies and guides.

And once the state-run hotels are 
officially off-limits—a list will be 
announced within months—U.S.

If you do get there, 
you can still bring home plenty of cigars 
and rum. Cuban Americans can still 
send unlimited money to friends and 
relatives. The U.S. Embassy in Havana 
remains open, and the “wet foot, dry 
foot” immigration exception for Cuban 
migrants has not been revived. 


The speech that the president gave in 
Miami celebrating his new tough-guy 
approach was as politically driven as 
the policy itself. It has no chance of 
persuading Castro to do anything but 
dig in his heels, just as brother did for 
half a century. 


And, like the hapless trade embargo, 
Trump’s crackdown on travel and 
commerce in Cuba will hurt only the 
people he is pretending to care about.

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From the Archives — Time Rolls on 
for Lou Gramm (October 2005)

The band Foreigner celebrates 40 
years in 2017—and numerous lineup 
changes, including the departure 
of lead singer Lou Gramm, who 
headlined the 2005 Destin Seafood 
Festival and spoke to Beachcomber 
from the road prior to the gig. A new 
compilation, Foreigner 40, is out now 
on Rhino Records. 


You’re still everywhere and not just 
on classic rock radio. Nick at Nite is 
using “Feels Like the First Time” in 
its current ad campaign. 

No kidding! I haven’t heard that yet, 
and I’ve got kids who watch Nick at 
Nite. That’s really cool. 


You don’t hear a lot of juicy Behind 
the Music-type tales about Lou 
Gramm. How did you manage to 
avoid some of the career detours— 
drugs, booze, burnout—that affected 
so many rockers of your generation? 
No, that stuff definitely happened, 
believe you me. I can’t get specific, 
but at some point you and the world 
will know. 


Of all the songs you’ve written and 
performed, which is your favorite? 
There’s a number of them I like. I 
guess if I had to pick one right now I’d 
say “Midnight Blue.” I think it’s very 
eclectic, has an infectious beat, the 
hook has just the right sentiment to 
jump on and sing along with. It’s just 
one of those songs, and those come few 
and far between.

Rolling Stone called you “the 
Pavarotti of the power ballad,” 
adding that you were “one of the 
finest singers in metal pop.” 

I think that’s—it sounds kinda 
left-handed—I honestly believe that’s 
a compliment. It’s about as good as 
you're going to get from them. Me, 
anyway (laughs). 


Are you going back in the studio 
to record new material? It’s been a 
while since your last album. 
Foreigner had an album out in the 
mid-‘90s (Mr. Moonlight). It was a 
good album, but at the time, all of 
the record industry was in upheaval. 
The small independents were ruling. 
It happened for us in the rest of the 
world in a big way, but not in the U.S. 
The past year and a half I’ve been 
playing with my brothers, and we’re 
trying to confine our playing to just 
weekends. 


Monday through Thursday we spend 
at least two of those four days in 
the studio working on our album. 
We’ve got about nine or 10 songs 
done. We want to do a few more. It’s 
a Christian rock album, with the 
emphasis on rock, something I have 
wanted to make. I’m a born-again 
Christian since about 1991. I hada 
serious brain tumor removed in 1997, 
and that deepened my conviction in 
the Lord. And I evolved. I wanted to 
make the kind of album that would 
be understood and not sound dated 
or weird or anything. It’s gonna be a 
rock album with a message.

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How does your faith affect your 
live performances? Some of the old 
Foreigner songs would seem to clash 
with your convictions. 

I’m still doing a lot of things that give 
me a little twinge, because I really don’t 
believe that anymore. A little at a time, 
we're weeding them out of the set. 
There always was a misconception of 
Foreigner—critics lump us in with Styx 
and REO Speedwagon. They haven’t 
really listened to us. Some critics still 
don’t see the difference. Getting back 
to what I’m doing now, I’m drawing a 
line in the sand. This will be something 
where people say we don’t sound 
like anyone. The message, feel, and 
instrumentation are like nobody else. 


Would you ever consider doing an 
album of old songs? It seems like 
every artist is throwing his or her hat 
into the “Great American Songbook” 
ring these days. 

That might be fun to do, but that would 
be my farewell album. 


You’ve been going at it for about 25 
years now. What would you consider 
the high points? 

Twenty-seven years with Foreigner, 
another six or seven with Black Sheep, 
and four on my own now. I definitely 
think the high point was Black Sheep 
getting its first record deal with 
Chrysalis and then Capitol Records. 
Seeing Foreigner blossom, that was 
really fun for a number of years. 
Then I would have to say my first solo 
album was a real effort of love. They all 
were, but that was one I needed to do 
desperately. 


You mentioned your kids. Are they 
musically inclined as well? 

My two older ones aren’t. They’ve had 
instruments and lost interest, but they 
love to listen. They are astute listeners. 
I have six-year-old twins—a boy and 
girl—they sing and are now starting 
to play piano and drums. They have 
wonderful voices and a real knack. 
They keep asking, “Daddy, when are 
we gonna sing?”
